The presidents of the United States have taken office in ¢ 
mood of spiritual exaltation. Since the days when George Wash: 
ington) emerging from his years as commander of the ragged and 
‘tattered Continental Army. with his experience at Valley Forge, 
the. mgn who have been chosen to lead the American nation have 
recognized their debi to that high purpose which the pious see as 
one of God’s works through the instrumentality of mankind-——the 
upbuilding and the preservation of human freedom and ideals. 

Ordinarily the Bible used on such occasions is supplied by the 
clerk of the supreme court, a new book being provided for each 
inauguration and then presented to the president or someone design- 
ated by him. Only three presidents have made an exception to 
this rule and have suggested that some particular Bible: be used, be- 
cause of its associations, at their induction into office. 

At both his inaugurations Cleveland kissed a Bible given him 
by his mother. McKinley sent to the capitol for use in his inaugura- 
tion a copy of the holy book of unusual size and character, pre- 
sented to him by a body of African bishops. Four years ago 
Harding kissed the same Bible that had been use by George Wash- 
ington at his first inauguration and preserved since by his home 
lodge of Masons: 

Coolidge used a family Bible that had been presented to him 
by his father and selected verses that had been his favorites since 
childhood days. 

It is the custom for the supreme court clerk, standing near 
the chief justice when he administers the oath, to open the Bible 
at random, but in some cases presidents have selectd beforehand 
th verse to which ‘they desired to press their lips as a, token of 
their obligation. Available records show these Biblical selections
